CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, 
Aug. 13 (AP)—Pope Pius XII said 
today he believes the controversy 
between Cardinal Francis Spell- 


man and Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt over the question of federal 
aid to Catholic schools has been 
resolved satisfactorily. 

The Pope expressed this opinion 
in a special audience given to five 
American newspaper correspond- 
ents at his summer residence here. 

Answering a direct question, he 
first replied that the matter was 
too delicate for comment. 

Saw Letters. 

Then he added he had seen the 
exchange of letters between the 
New York archbishop and Mrs. 
Roosevelt in a Rome newspaper 
and that, from them, he thought 
the ‘controversy was resolved 
satisfactorily. 

The controversy concerned the 
Barden bill in Congress, which 
would provide $300,000,000 federal 
aid to public schools. The cardi- 
nal called it anti-Catholic because, 
as introduced by Representative 
Barden (Dem.), North Carolina, 
it excluded private and Catholic 
parochial schools from assistance 
for health and transportation 
services. 

He said in a statement July 22 
that Mrs. Roosevelt had supported 
this idea in her newspaper 
column “My Day” and thereby 
had shown an attitude of dis- 
crimination “unworthy of an 
American mother.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt replied the next 
day that she felt “the final judg- 
ment... of the worthiness of all 
human beings is in the hands of 
God.” She declared she had “no 
anti-Roman Catholic bias,” but 
would stick to her belief in the 
principle of church-state separa- 
tion, 

Two Restate Positions. 

Later on Aug. 5, the two re- 
stated their positions in state- 
ments issued jointly by the chan- 
cery of St. Patrick's Ca edral. 
Mrs. Roosevelt called the Card- 
inal’s statement “clarifying and 
fair.” 

The Barden bill still is before 
Congress, 

The audience here was one of 
the last the Pope granted before 
beginning tomorrow a 20-day rest. 
During this period the 73-year-old 
Pontiff, who faces the arduous 
tasks of the Holy Year in 1950, 
will have no audiences. 

The Pope said it was too early 

et to make any statement on 
Holy Year. He expresed the hope, 
however, that it would prove bene- 
ficial to universal peace. 

The Pope stepped briskly from 
his private office into the consis- 
torial hall of the summer resi- 
dence, where he received the cor- 
respondents, 

The audience had been arranged 
by Cardinal Samuel Stritch, arch- 
bishop of Chicago, whom the 
Pope described as a very able and 
prudent man.

Former President Herbert Hoover 
was stricken by a gall bladder 
ailment aboard an eastbound train 
today but continued his trip after 
medical treatment. 

Dr. Keith Stratford boarded the 
train as it stopped in Ogden and 
examined the former chief execu- 
tive. 

He said the attack “was only a 
mild one and Mr. Hoover will go 
on to New York.” He departed 
from San Francisco last night, 

‘Arrangements had been made to 
hospitalize Hoover here, but the 


physician said it was unnecessary. 
Last Wednesday Hoover cele- 
brated his seventy-fifth birthday. 
He made a 30-minute speech at 
Stanford university. For several 
weeks he had been vacationing 
at the famed Bohemian Grove, on 
the Russian river, north of San 
Francisco.

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 13 (UP) 
Geronimo Remorino, Ambassador 


to the United States, today sent 
seconds to challenge resigned For- 
eign Minister Dr. Juan Aitilio 
Bramuglia to a duel, 

The challenge followed immedi- 
ately President Juan Peron's ac- 
ceptance of Bramuglia’s resigna- 
tion as Argentine Foreign Minis- 
ter. 

Remorino and Bramuglia argued 
heatedly Thursday night over the 
former’s policies as Ambassador 
to Washington. Peron supported 
Remorino and Bramuglia at once 
offered his resignation. 

The differences between Bra- 
muglia and Remorino were be- 
lieved connected with the Ambas- 
sador’s proposal for a United 
States-Argentine trade pact, de- 
signed to solve this country’s dol- 
lar shortage, 

Peron was understood to have 
approved the Remorino proposals 
as a basis for discussion, but 
Bramuglia objected strenuously 
to them. 

Bramuglia has played a leading 
role in the United Nations. He 
served as chairman of a commit- 
tee of small “neutral” nations that 
tried to resolve the Berlin crisis.

Diek Rousselot of Joplin, Mo., 
who was an undefeated pitcher on 
a Junior American Legion base- 
ball team before he lost both 
hands, a foot and three toes from 
the other foot in an accident last 


December, saw his heroes, the 
Cardinals, beat Pittsburgh, 8 to 2, 
last night at Sportsman’s Park. 
The Redbirds took the National 
League lead by the end of the 
evening. 

It was the first major league 
game attended by Dick, who is an 
alert, husky six-foot 18-year-old, 
with a pair of shoulders like those 
of his favorite Cardinal player, 
George Munger. 

When Dick was fighting for his 
life in a Joplin hospital early this 
year, he recalled, Gabby Street 
and Harry Caray, radio an- 
nouncers, visited him, and the 
Cardinals sent him a letter and 
an autographed baseball. “That 
helped,” he said laconically. He 
is a soft-8poken, earnest youth, 
slow to talk about himself. 


But he rose to his feet with a 
happy shout when Stan Musial’s 
home ,run in the first inning 
brought two other Cardinal slug- 
gers home. After Joe Garagiola 
duplicated the feat in the sixth, 
young Rousselot stood and then 
stayed up, cheering with the rest 
of the crowd, for several moments. 
Trip a Gift of Family. 

Dick’s trip to St. Louis, which 
is to include attendance at Sports- 
man’s Park tonight and tomorrow 
night, was organized by seven 
other members of his family, all 
ardent Cardinal fans, as a special 
treat before Dick returns to St. 
Peter’s high school, Joplin, for his 
senior year.

His father, who fought in both 


world wars, died last month, after 
a series of operations. This sum- 
mer young Rousselot has made up 
the school work he missed after 
the accident, caused by contact 
with a high-voltage wire when he 
was engaged in construction work. 
He stands in the highest third of 
his class academically, with math- 
ematics and history as his favorite 
subjects. He hopes to go to the 
University of Notre Dame, where 
friends are encouraging him to 
apply for a scholarship. 

“Just about everything — the 
crowd, players, lights and diamond 
—is the way I imagined it would 
be fram reading sports pages and 
listening to the radio,” he said, as 
his eyes danced excitedly around 
the green inclosure. “So, far this 
season I’ve heard broadcasts of 
every game the Cards have played. 

“It seems wonderful to be able 
to walk up here in the stands just 
like other people and actually see 
the players in action. A year ago, 
like lots of other fellows who are 
crazy about baseball, I to 
dream I'd be out there myself 
some day. It was strange, but 
after the accident I found myself 
following baseball more closely 
than ever.”

Lucas Plans Action Tuesday. 

Senate Democratic Leader Lucas 
of Illinois announced yesterday 
that he would set aside the money 
bill for the Interior Department 
to take up the Welfare Depart- 
ment reorganization plan Tuesday. 

He said the Senate will hold a 
night session, if necessary to com- 
plete action on the first plan, so 
the second one can be taken up 
Wednesday. 

Under the Reorganization Act, 
the plans go into effect automat- 
ically within 60 days after being 
submitted by the President, unless 
either House disapproves. Aug. 17 
is the deadline for Senate action 
on both plans, Lucas said. 

Truman dismissed as “absurd” 
any claim that creation of a Wel- 
fare Department “would in some 
way commit the Congress to a 
course of action on my recommen- 
dations for a national health pro- 
gram.” 

There has been strong opposition 
on Capitol Hill to including the 
public health service in the pro- 
posed new set up. 

The opposition ew even 
stronger when Oscar ing, FSA 
administrator, and Truman’s like- 
ly choice for a new welfare Cab- 
inet post, told the Expenditures 
Committee he would continue to 
support Truman’s health program 
if the reorganization is accom- 
plished. 

“Good organization requires that 
we establish a Department of Wel- 
fare, regardless of what legisla- 
tion the Congress enacts in the 
field of health,” Truman insisted. 

McClellan’s Objection. 

Committee Chairman McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, told a reporter 
that his personal objection to the 
plan, and he thought that of the 
majority of the committee, is that 
it would “subordinate health and 
education: to welfare.” 

As to plan No. 2, the President 
said the principal objection to it 
“is the claim that the Bureau of 
Employment Security is being ad- 
ministered more fairly and impar- 
tially in the Federal Security 
Agency than it would in the De- 
partment of Labor.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) — 
Senator Cain (Rep.), Washington, 
told the Senate yesterday that 
Housing Expediter Tighe Woods 
has “been guilty of breaking the 
law” and should retire to private 
life. 

Cain charged that Woods has 


been using his “high office in an 
effort to make money as a private 
citizen” by promoting low-cost 
homes for veterans. 

Cain made his attack on Woods 
by first reading a letter the Hous- 
ing Expediter had written to 
Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, urging Government loans 
for low-cost homes such as the 
sample “ramblerettes” which 
Woods helped finance near here. 
Then Cain read a  sharply- 
worded letter he had written to 
Woods, saying the official should 
decide whether he is going to be 
“a builder or the Housing Expe- 
diter.” 

The “direct violation of prevail- 
ing law,” Cain said, involved 
Woods's use of his time, official 
stationery and efforts to influence 
legislation regarding direct loans 
for his low-cost housing. A fed-- 
eral law bars lobbying by federal 
officers or employes. 

“As you know so well, I have 
been among those who have at- 
tempted to retire you to private 
life in recent years,” Cain wrote 
to Woods. 


“Some of us have thought for 
some fime that the Office of 
Housing Expediter has outlived 
its usefulness... . I am inclined 
to believe that if you find it con- 
venient to write about your pri- 
vate business on official times and 
stationery that you ought to be 
provided with an opportunity to 
spend all of your time as you like 
but as a private citizen.” 

Woods unveiled on July 20 what 
he called two “pilot models” of a 
house built to sell for less than 
$7000. He told reporters he hoped 
to start a low-cost building trend. 
Woods said he believed such a 
house would be suitable for Army 
camps under military housing 
legislation now pending. 

A corporation headed by Wil- 
liam G. „ Special assistant to 
Woods, erected the small build- 
ings on a 52-acre site near Fort 
Belvoir, Va., in the Washington 
vicinity. 

Woods told reporters he had 
supplied financial backing to the 
corporation but is not an officer. 
He said he was interested because 
of the possibilities for providing 
homes which families of modest 
income can buy. 

The redwood “ramblerette” is 
15 by 38 feet, contains a bedroom, 
living room, bath and a combined 
dining and kitchen area; is heated 
by electric wall panels and is built 
on a concrete slab.

Consultative Body Draws 
Up Own Agenda — 
Irish Lose in Move for 
Partition Debate.

STRASBOURG, France, Aug. 13 
(UP)—The new European Assem- 
bly rebelled today against domi- 
nation by Europe's foreign minis- 
ters and defiantly demanded the 
right to discuss controversial sub- 
jects of its own choosing. 
The Assembly drew up a seven- 
point agenda and sent it to the 
Council of (Foreign) Ministers for 
approval as required by rules of 
the Council of Europe. 

Human Rights Issue. 
Only three of the items on the 
agenda had been sanctioned by 
the foreign ministers originally, 
and one of the additional ques- 
tions had been rejected by them. 
Approved unanimously by the As- 
sembly, it called for a debate on 
measures to maintain and further 
realize “human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms.” 
The foreign ministers had tried 
to sidetrack any debate on human 
rights on ground that the ques- 
tion already was being discussed 
in the United Nations. 

Other items added to the agenda 
by the Assembly comprised discus- 
sion of an ultimate common Euro- 
pean nationality and European 
passport, more effective European 
co-operation and a program of 
public works to be carried out 
collectively. 

The three original agenda items 
handed down by the foreign min- 
isters called for debate on the role 
of the Council of Europe in the 
economic field, the Council’s role 
in social security and methods of 
cultural co-operation. 

German Question. 

Winston Churchill, one of the 
leaders of the revolt against dic- 
tation by the foreign ministers, 
has served notice that next week 
he also probably will ask the As- 
sembly to debate the admission of 
western Germany to the Council. 

After approving its proposed 
agenda, the Assembly adjourned 
until Tuesday to await the foreign

“Old feuds must die,” Churchill

Explosives Thrown From 
Auto in Renewal of 
Zoning Law Contro- 
versy—No One Injured. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Aug. 13 
(AP)—Dynamite blasts rocked the 
homes of two Negro ministers 
early today in an area zoned for 
whites. Most of the windows in 
the houses were blown out, but 
there was no other damage. 
Lighteen Negroes were in the two 
houses at the time but no one 
was hurt. 

The two houses are half a block 
from three others that were heav- 
ily damaged by biasts the night 
of March 24. These other houses 
had been bought by Negroes for 
occupancy, but were vacant at the 
time. 

The five houses are in North 
Smithfield, zoned for white resi- 
but adjoining the 
Smithfield Negro Federal Hous- 
ing Project. 

Legality of the old ordinance 
covering the area has been ques- 
tioned by city attorneys. A new 
“emergency” ordinance was adopt- 
ed last Tuesday by the City Com- 
mission, prohibiting whites from 
moving into areas occupied by Ne- 
groes and Negroes from moving 
into white areas. 

The houses bombed early today 
are occupied by the Rev. Milton 
Curry and the Rev. E. B. Deyam- 
pert and their families. Both min- 
isters had been warned by anony- 
mous phone callers. The Rev. Mr. 
Curry said he was reading his 
Bible when the fire explosion oc- 
curred. 

B. W. Henderson, one of the 
Negro occupants of the house, 
said a car stopped across the 
street several hours before the 
dynamite was thrown. Henderson

Army Chief of Staff. 
Truman the day before nom- 
inated Bradley to the newly- 
created position of chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff—the na- 
tion's highest military office. Both 
selections are subject to Senate 
approval. 
The Army also got a new top 
man for its European command. 
Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son yesterday named Gen. Thomas 
T. Handy to take over the post 
held until recently by Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay. 
Handy, 57-year-old veteran of 
two world wars, has been serv- 
ing as head of the Fourth Army 
in San Antonio, Tex. He is a 
native of Tennessee and a grad- 
uate of Virginia Military Insti- 
tute. 
In his new position, Handy will 
command all United States mili- 
tary forces in Europe except those 
in Austria and Trieste. Lt. Gen. 
Clarence R. ..uebner, who has 
been acting commander-in-chief 
since Clay returned home, will re- 
main as commanding general of 
United States armed forces in Ger- 
many. 

Collins’s Career. 
Collins, present vice chief of 
staff, was born in New Orleans, 


May 1, 1896. He was graduated 
from West Point. 

A veteran of both World Wars, 
he commanded the Seventh Army 
Corps in its Normandy landing on

First Army attack which made 
the breakthrough east of St. Lo. 

After fighting across France 
and Belgium, the Seventh Corps 
advanced to the Elbe river to 
make junction with Russian troops 
from the. east.

After World War II Collins be- 
came deputy commanding general 
of the Army ground forces in 
Washington.

On Sept. 1, 
1947 he was named the Army’s 
deputy chief of staff, now known 
as vice chief of staff. 

Bradley’s Personal Choice. 

It was understood that Collins 
was Bradley’s personal choice for 
his successor as chief of staff. 
They served together in Europe. 

If confirmed by the Senate, Col- 
lins will automatically become one 
of the joint chiefs of staff—the 
nation’s top military council. 

Adm. Louis E. Denfield has just 
been named for another two-year 
term as chief of naval operations. 
Collins, Denfield and Gen. Hoyt 
S. Vandenberg, air chief of staff, 
will make up the new joint chiefs, 
with Bradley as presiding officer.

ORATOR’ FE POTS 


Classes in Breathing, Gestur- 
ing and Joke-Telling 
at Convention.

After-dinner speakers from all 
over the country were busy prac- 
ticing the finer points of oratory 
today at the eighteenth annual 
convention of Toastmasters’ Inter- 
national at the Hotel Statler. Lec- 
turers conducted classes in breath- 
ing, gesturing and joke-telling, 
with the help of charts, graphs 
and demonstrations. 

Harold W. Sherman, Spokane, 
Wash., led a class in breath con- 
trol this morning. The audience 
practiced inhaling and exhaling 
in unison. Last night Sherman 
directed group chanting, to teach 
his students co-ordination of voice 
and gesture. 

One of the texts used by Toast- 
masters’ International is a thesau- 
rus of humor, which contains 
“5640 Humorous Situations” and 
a chapter entitled “The Right 
Joke at the Right Time.” There 
are also classes in parliamentary 
procedure, 

Instructors employ charts and 
graphs to criticize individual 
speakers. Speakers are marked 
down for such errors as “teeter- 
ing” and “weak eye contact”— 
which one Toastmaster explained 
as the inability to look an audi- 
enee squarely in the eye. 

Most local Toastmaster clubs 
train members to stay within time 
limits with small boxes which 
flash lights and buzz. If a speak- 
er exceeds his time limit, a red 
bulb lights up and the machine 
makes a loud, disrespectful noise. 
Every time a speaker uses the 
phrase “and-uh,” a white light 
flashes on.

What with all the confusing Washington dis- 
closures on lobbying, involving deep-freezers, 
Truman portraits, five-percenters and anony- 
mous memorandums, one begins to wonder if 
the various congressional investigators are ask- 
ing the right questions, . 

So far a lot of officials have been called into 
question without much evidence against them. 
Specific exceptions are Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan and two suspended generals. 

Air Secretary Stuart Symington answered all 
questions adequately as to charges regarding the

randum which nobody admits to having written. 
The Senate investigators ought to ask who did 
write it?

Some Senators think Secretary Symington just 
about blew their investigation out of the Capitol. 
But the inquiry will come to no good end if it 
ends now. The questions that ought to be asked 
at once pertain to whether Congress can be 
brought to investigate whenever some anony- 
mous person makes doubtful charges against any 
man in high place. 

In the House, at the same time, a subcommit- 
tee dropped testimony about gifts of deep- 
freezers to Mrs. Truman and high officials, with- 
out establishing whether there was an ulterior 
purpose behind these gifts and, if so, what. Ac- 
ceptance of gifts without determining their pur- 
pose is, if course, questionable. But the more 
pertinent question now is, did somebody expect 
to make a profit out of such gifts, and did he? 

It’s difficult to see what favors might be ex- 
pected, for instance, in return for sending Mrs. 
Truman a freezer, if one was sent. One admitted 
recipient immediately sent his freezer to a Ma- 
rine camp. So at this point the question of the 
gifts allegedly bandied about officialdom seems 
a lot less important than the motives of the 
donors, 

When inquiries deal with possible official cor- 
ruption, they have an equal obligation to dis- 
close the purpose of the corruption, and who 
outside of government was responsible for it. In 
comparison with disclosures of graft after 
World War I, some of today’s probes seem to be 
on the peanuts level. 

Unless Congress digs deeper, the aftermath 
will be a fiasco comparable to Senator Fergu- 
son’s investigation of Howard Hughes. Or the 
result might be a deepening and unfortunate 
suspicion that a major purpose of congressional 
inquiries is political innuendo. 
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75 Cents, With a Drawback 


Eventually the 75-cent minimum wage bill 
will clear the Senate in much the same form 
that it has cleared the House. So thinks Sena- 
tor Taft. He favors the bill himself. 

This legislation has long been due. To put 
the new 75-cent floor under wages is not actu- 
ally to raise the 40-cent floor enacted in 1938, 
but to express it in the real terms of 1949 living 
costs. The new bill is not a net gain for under- 
paid workers; rather, it is the belated recovery 
from a loss that they began to suffer when the 
cost of living began to climb sharply three years 


ago. 

But the House bill in one respect is not better 
than the original law, but worse. The House 
voted to withdraw the protection of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act from an estimated 1,000,- 
000 persons who are on the outer borders of 
interstate commerce. But if there is any one 
place where doubts should be resolved in favor 
of the worker, it is in the protection of mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours of work, for 
these are fundamentals of economic welfare. 

It cannot be believed that anyone who went 
along with Mr. Truman’s minimum-wage promise 
in his re-election campaign meant the fulfillment 
of the pledge to penalize any class of workers. 
The House has done an ungenerous thing in de- 
ciding the borderline question as it has. The 
Senate can be more generous.

cial interests fear the Labor Department might 
do away with large rebates for “stabilizing” em- 
ployment.

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Moves for Home Rule 


While certain obsolete government machinery 
is fastened on St. Louis by acts of the Legisla- 
ture, the Board of Freeholders is showing a dis- 
position not to take this situation as unchange- 
able. 

In this healthy spirit, Freeholder Claude O. 
Pearcy wants the board to seek changes in state 
laws to permit local rule over such offices as the 
collector of revenue, the treasurer, the license 
collector, the recorder of deeds and the sheriff. 

The Pearcy proposal does not say whether 
these should continue to be elective offices or 
should become appointive. Elective status seems 
proper for officers with quasi-judicial or police 
functions, but appointive status should be estab- 
lished in as many as possible. After all, two of 
the great purposes of a new charter are to cen- 
tralize responsibility and to shorten the ballot. 

These ends would be served in St. Louis 
county, incidentally, by a proposal before the 
County Charter Commission to consolidate the 
offices of assessor, collector and treasurer, and 
to make this new official appointive. 

Mr. Pearcy also suggests technical changes in 
the Board of Public Service. They may be im- 
provements, but the Freeholders might seriously 
consider whether this board does anything that 
could not be done better by a single adminis- 
trator in the Mayor’s cabinet. 

He would also take away the power of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to initiate 
appropriations which the Aldermen can-reject 
but cannot change. It may be correct in theory 
to give the legislative body unlimited appropria- 
tion powers, but in practice the check of the 
Estimate Board has kept the Aldermen from 
passing improvident pork-barrel propositions. 
Possibly the best solution would be to replace 
the Estimate Board with a budget director and 
a budgeting procedure so scientific that the 
Aldermen would hesitate long before venturing 
to disrupt it. 

As to gaining a much greater measure of home 
rule, Mr. Pearcy is dead right. But the kind of 


machinery to be created within home rule needs 


more debate before binding decisions are taken. 
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An Economical Pay Increase 

If Chairman Tydings of the Senate Armed 
Forces Committee is to be believed, the bill to 
raise the pay of personnel in the armed services 
probably will not pass unless it can be shown 
that the cost is saved through new military uni- 
ficatiqn legislation. 

This is both unfair and shortsighted. There 
is every reason to obtain further unification and 
to enjoy the savings and efficiency which it will 
return. But there is also a compelling reason 
to improve the pay of the armed forces, That 
reason is to retain personnel which is leaving 
the services for private employment, 

In the end, our armed forces can be little bet- 
ter than their leadership. If able officers, junior 
and senior, are enticed away, our defense organ- 
ization and planning is bound to suffer. There 
is no economy whatever in that. Service pay has 
been little changed over many years. That is 
sufficient reason for the Senate to pass the bill 
which the House has approved. 

If Chairman Tydings does not move for ac- 
tion, committee members such as Senators Lyn- 
don Johnson, Kefauver, Saltonstall, Morse and 
Knowland should do some prodding. 
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The Drys’ Best Ally | 

A powerful force is at work to restore pro- 
hibitidn in Kentucky, reports the Louisville 
Times, and it is not the W. C. T. U., or organized 
dries of any variety. It is a mixture of politics 
with liquor control. 

The Times notes that an officer of the State 
Alcoholic Beverages Control Board, Theo Hage- 
man, is running for Sheriff of Kenton county, 
though he has not resigned his state office. If 
not illegal, this is at least highly improper, be- 
cause Hageman’s authority over liquor licenses 
contains latent political power. 

Gov. Clements was apprised of this gross im- 
propriety, but he brushed off all protests. Hage- 
man had been the Clements campaign manager 
in Kenton county, 

Now the Times considers that most people in 
the northern Kentucky area would never vote 
for a return of prohibition. But 93 of the state’s 
120 counties are already dry, and in the others 
the Blue Nose group could make Hageman their 
Exhibit A. The influence of the liquor trade on 
politics, and vice versa, were primary excuses 
for the unlamented Volstead Act. 

The web of political corruption is intricately 
spun, and does not always involve alliances be- 
tween politicians and criminals, gamblers and 
racketeers. Missouri's western neighbor, Kan- 
sas, recently rid itself of prohibition partly be- 
cause of the effect of bootlegging on government.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13—Tracking 
a statistic to its lair, and bringing 
back alive not a statistic but a 
truth—the two are quite different 
— is a job for a Frank Buck 
trained in the 
courses of economics. 

Nowhere is this better demon- 
strated than in the current “fact- 
finding” hearings before a board 
which is to report its recommenda- 
tion to President Truman for set- 
tlement of the controversy between 
the CIO Steelworkers’ Union and 
the steel companies. 

The steelworkers rested their 
case for a‘ 30-cent-an-hour “wage 
package” increase largely on the 
testimony of Robert R. Nathan, 
consulting economist, hired by the 
union to prepare an economic 
presentation for them. 

Companies Present Case. 

The steel companies are now 
engaged in presenting their eco- 
nomic case, through Jules Back- 
man, associate professor of eco- 
nomics at New York University. 
Both are old hands at this sort 
of stuff, Nathan as a union rep- 
resentative and Backman as a 
management representative. 

They start with the same basic 
data—the same statistics — and 
they arrive at diametrically oppo- 
site conclusions — their separate 
versions of the truth to be ex- 
tracted from the statistics. 

Nathan has testified that the 
steel companies can well afford to, 
and should, if the country is to 
avoid another depression, meet the 
union’s demands and get into the 
hands of the people the added 
“purchasing power” they need if 
they are to buy back the things 
they produce, and so keep the 
wheels of industry moving in high 


ear. 
8 Backman is testifying—he won't 
be through until Monday that if 
the companies should meet the 
union’s demands the result would 
be added “costs” and curtailed de- 
mand for what industry produces. 

Fable of Blind Man. 

Seemingly it all depends on how 
one looks at a statistic—like the 
fable of the blind men and the 
elephant. One who felt the beast's 
ear thought it was very much like 
a fan, another whose hands ex- 
amined its trunk thought it was 
a snake—and so on, as the various 
blind men explored different parts 
of the animal’s anatomy.

ESI NEW YOR 


Partner in Famous ‘Gallagher 
and Shean’ Vaudeville Act 
in the 1920s. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
Al Shean, an effervescent come- 
dian who helped make a simple 
song couplet one of the best 
known United States vaudeville 
trade marks in the early 1920s, 
died yesterday at 81. 

Death came to the onetime part- 
ner in the famous “Gallagher and 
Shean” act at a hotel apartment 
overlooking the white light area 
where he was so long a star. He 
had been suffering from a heart 
ailment. 

Attired in color-blinding clothes 
and using accents that could 
sometimes be identified as Ger- 
Man and sometimes as Irish, or 
a mixture of the two, Gallagher 
and Shean intermingled most of 
their act with short choruses. 

These would involve two or four 
line jokes sung to the same tune 
and each joke would end with 
their trade-mark lines: 

“Absolutely, Mr. 
Positively, Mr. Shean.” 

At the height of their popularity 
they earned $2000 a week. 

Shean’s partner was Edward Gal- 
lagher who died in New York in 
1929. 

Shean, born in Germany in 1868, 
kept on with his vaudeville career 
after the death of his partner. 
But he didn’t seem too enthusias- 
tic about the stage after that until 
he found success in the straight 
dramatic role of a Catholic priest 
in the Broadway hit drama, “Fa- 
ther Malachy’s Miracle,” in 1937. 

In an interview on his eightieth 
birthday, Shean recalled with 
pride the serious role of Father 
Malachy he had played after so 
many performances as a dialect 
comedian. 

He was especially pleased with 
the fact that, although he was a 
German Jew, many priests had 
told him “you’re a better priest 
than I am.” ‘ 

Shean and his wife, Johanna, 
observed their golden wedding 
in 1941, and Mrs. Shean died short- 
ly afterward. 

A son, Lawrence, of Seattle, 
arrived to attend the funeral Mon- 
day at Pleasantville, N. Y. 


Gallagher? 


Al Shean appeared in the Muni- 
cipal Opera in St. Louis the third 
week of July in 1944.

Need of Stabilization.

What he does say, in 
the argot of the profession to 
which both he and Nathan belong, 
is: “Precedents established in an 
inflationary or expansion period 
“the war and the years immedi- 
ately after it) must be replaced 
by policies more consisetnt with a 
deflationary or contracting econo- 
my.” And again, referring to what 
he called the program of “Mr. 
Nathan and the CIO,” he said that 
it was a paradox because its “full 
implementation would insure a 
continuation of present uncertain- 
ty concerning prices and hence 
would not provide for the reversal 
of the current decline.” 

Nathan, in somewhat less eso- 
teric language, put the problem 
as he saw it this way: “In recent 
months industry has _ curtailed 
production and employment much 
less than it has cut prices. Prices 
have not declined sufficiently to 
increase consumer or business de- 
mand.

IN REICH ELECTION 


Allies Bitterly Assailed as 
Campaign for Ballot- 
ing Tomorrow Draws 
to Close.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Aug. 


13 (UP)—West German political 


leaders predicted today that more 
than 20,000,000 residents of the 
three western zones will go to 
the polls tomorrow in the first 
free German parliamentary elec- 
tion since 1933. 

The election will choose the 400 
members of the lower house 
(Bundestag) of the Parliament 
of the new federal republic of 


Germany. 


The campaign ended with strong | week 


denunciations of the Allies, follow- 
ing a pattern which has prevailed 
throughout the four weeks’ cam- 
paign. 

‘Leave Germany Alone.’ 

Communist party (K.P.D.) lead- 
er Max Reimann told 10,000 lis- 
teners here last night that all the 
occupation powers should get out 
in a hurry and leave Germany 
alone, 

One of his top lieutenants, Emil 
Carlebach, writing in a party elec- 
tion pamphlet, accused the Allies 
of drafting displaced persons to 
heckle and embarass speakers at 
Communist party rallies, 

As Reimann spoke, former Ger- 
man prisoners of war in Russia 
broke up Communist political ral- 
lies in two cities. 

Shouting “we are fed up with 
Russians,” recently returned pris- 
oners charged into a Communist 
meeting at Bentheim on the 
Duteh-German border and chased 
the speaker from the platform. 

In the British zone city of 
Guetersloh, former prisoners 
heckled a Communist speaker, 
demanding that he describe con- 
ditions in the Russion zone of 
Germany. Police dispersed the 
meeting. 

Christian Democrat Critic. 


Konrad Adenauer, chief of the 
Christian Democrats (C.D.U.) and 
long-time co-worker with the 
Western Allies, has been another 
severe critic during the scramble 
for votes. Last night in an ad- 
dress over a Cologne radio station 
he demanded that German brains 
be consulted in charting a defense 
of western Europe against pos- 
sible Russian aggression. 

In Oldenburg, in the British 
zone, former Nazi Maj. Gen. 
Ernst Remer told a rally of the 
ultra-conservative Deutsch party 
that his party welcomed all “for- 
mer decent National Socialists.” 

“We need them and know that 
most of them are real good men,” 
shouted Remer. The audience ap- 
plauded loudly. 

Remer said that in two years 
his party would be ready to take 
over Germany. 

Election Boycott Urged. 

As the campaign drew to a close 
leaflets continued to circulate urg-

Most of the pamphlets were 

signed by small independent groups 
regarded by Allied observers as of 
little consequence. Some were un- 
signed. 
Ignoring these attempts to dis- 
courage the voters, the major po- 
litical parties made last minute 
appeals to the 31,000,000 eligible 
west Germans to go to the polls 
and “do their duty.” 

However, both Allied and Ger- 
man observers predicted tonight 
that no party will win a majority 
in the elections, 

This would mean automatic for- 
mation of a coalition government, 
which most observers believed 
would be a combination of the 
Christian Democratic Union and at 
least one other rightist party. 

Catholic Bishops in western Ger- 
many are expected to make an- 
other appeal Sunday for the faith- 
ful not to vote for the Socialists 
or Liberals. 


28 NATIONS GIVE $25,377,930

TWO CONFLICTING TIDELAND 
OIL BILLS TO BE OFFERED 


One Gives Control to 


States, Other to Gov- 


ernment—Still a Third Proposal 
Pending. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
made public today the provisions of 
two sharply conflicting tidelands 


ownership bills which are expect- 
ed to be introduced in the House 
and Senate early next week. 

One would give the states con- 
trol over valuable off-shore oil 
lands. -The other would give the 
federal government jurisdiction. 

Rayburn gave reporters copies 
of the bills after Chairman O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming, of the 
Senate Interior mmittee told 
reporters yesterday neither of the 
measures was to his liking. 

The Senator went on to say 
that he personally would press for 
action on still another measure, 
one he introduced Feb. 10 giving 
the Federal Government control 
of the disputed submerged lands. 
It does not concede as much to 
the states as the so-called federai 
bill expected to be introduced next 


Joint Hearing Possible. 

O’Mahoney said a joint Senate- 
House hearing may be held on the 
legislation Rayburn said he had 
no objection to a joint hearing on 
the tidelands question. He pre- 
fers the states’ bill. 

Involved in the controversy are 
the oil-rich areas off the coasts of 
Texas, Louisiana and California. 

The Supreme Court on June 23, 
1947, held that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has paramount rights 
over the submerged lands off the 
California coast. 

The Government has obtained 
permission from the supreme 
court to file a similar suit against 
Texas and Louisiana. 

The so-called federal bill expect- 
ed to be offered next week makes 
its terms retroactive to the 1947 
date, so that all revenues which 
the states have collected from that 
time would belong to the Federal 
Government. 

The states’ bill would become ef- 
fective in most of its provisions 
as of Jan. 1, 1949. 

The two new tidelands measures 
grew out of conferences arranged 
by Speaker Rayburn in the past 
two months between Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark and Interior Secretary 
Krug representing the federal 
Government and state officials 
from Texas, Louisiana and Cali- 
fornia. 

Rayburn announced July 26 that 
the two sides were in “substantial 
agreement” on all points except 
management of the marginal area 
off the coastline. 

It then was believed that one bill 
would be introduced in Congress, 
providing either state or federal 
management, with the understand- 
ing that the side dissatisfied with 
the wording could seek changes 
before a committee. 


The points on which there is 
disagreement are: 
A. The federal bill asserts the 


tion over all off-shore tidelands. 
The state bill declares the sub- 
merged land seaward from shore 
out for a distance of three miles, 
except in the case of Texas, be- 
longs to the states. In the case of 
Texas, the jurisdiction of the 
state extends out for three leagues, 
approximately 10% miles, because 
of conditions under which Texas, 
as an independent republic, joined 
the union. 

B. The federal bill states that 
its effective date is retroactive to 
June 23, 1947. The state bill in 
most respects provides Jan. 1, 
1949, while some provisions would 
become effective on date of en- 
actment of the measure, Involved 
in this clause are millions of dol- 
lars in revenues collected by the 
states from leases and production 
since June 23, 1947. 

C. A section of the federal bill 
extends broad powers to the Gov- 
ernment in times of emergency, 
such as (1) power to suspend op- 
erations or terminate any lease; 
(2) power of the President to 
withdraw from disposition any of 
the submerged lands; (3) right of 
first refusal to purchase at pre- 
vailing market price all or any 
part of oi] or gas produced from 
tidelands. 

D. The state bill describes “in- 
land waters” in reference to giv- 
ing the states control over bays, 
harbors and navigable inland 
waters, as including the Great 
Lakes. The federal bill does not 
include the Great Lakes. 

The state bill provides that all 
the revenues from marginal tide- 
lands within jurisdiction of the 
states, not including bays and har- 
bors, shall be divided so that the 
states get 62% per cent and the 
Federal Government 37% per cent. 

From the limit of state jurisdic- 
tion out to the edge of the conti- 
nental shelf, a distance of about 
190 miles in the Gulf but only 
about six miles off the California 
coast, the proceeds would be di- 
vided equally, 

The federal bill completely 
omits any figures on division of 
revenues, and would leave this 
up to Congress to determine. 

In this regard, the Interior De- 
partment itself has sponsored in- 


which would divide the proceeds 
on tidelands as follows: 

To the states with the offshore 
lands yielding the revenues, 37% 
per cent; the rest would go to the 
Government, with the 17 reclama- 
tion states sharing all but 10 per 
cent, which go into the general

If the new plan obtains all the 
necessary further approvals and 
eventually becomes effective, 
many speculators will gain consid- 
erable profits. Large volumes of 
the varied classes of securities is- 
sued by the parent Missouri Pa- 
cific and its subsidiaries had been 
bought up, mostly at rock-bottom 
prices, by speculative investors 
willing to take a chance on how 
they would come out. 

The new plan, recommended by 
ICC Examiner Ralph H. Jewell in 
October 1948, replaces a plan ap- 
proved by the commission in 1944 
and ordered adopted by the Unit- 
ed States District Court here in 
1946. A group of stockholders ap- 
pealed to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at St. Paul, 
Minn., which returned the re- 
organization plan to the ICC in 
1947 for further study in view of 
the railroad’s improved financial 
condition since 1944. 

New Ttotal Capitalization. 

The commission set total capi- 
talization under the new plan at 
about $612,000,000, as compared 
with the $559,890,000 capitalization 
proposed in the 1944 plan and a 
capitalization of $587,420,800 in 
1932, when the system went into 
bankruptcy. The effective date of 
the new plan was fixed as Jan. 
1, 1948. 

In yesterday’s action the com- 
mission reversed its 1944 decision 
on preferred stock, which it then 
held to be worthless. Holders of 
the preferred stocks will now 
share in reorganization, moving 
into the new company and receiv- 
ing three shares of new common

Appeal Rejected in Part. 

In so ruling, the Commission re- 
jected in part an appeal by Rob- 
ert R. Young, head of the Alle- 
ghany Corp., a holding company, 
to allow holders of both preferred 
and common stock to share in the 
redistribution of securities. Alle- 
ghany, which had working control 
of the bankrupt system, owns 499,- 
200 of the 828,395 shares of the 
road’s outstanding common stock.

NANKING, Aug. 13 (AP) — 
Washington’s “white paper” was 
labeled by the Chinese Commu- 
nists today as a confession of fail- 
ure by the American Government 
of a policy of “interference and 
aggression” in China. 

In the first official reaction, the 
Communist Hsinhua news agency 
asserted the whole world benefit- 
ed by the white paper’s publica- 
tion because it exposed “an in- 
satiable American desire for in- 


terference and aggression in the 
affairs of others.” 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson’s 
statement of five basic principles 
that will guide American relations 
with China was described as pro- 
viding for “continuation of further 
aggressive policy.” 

The editorial referred to Ache- 
son’s first point this way: 

“The American Government 
wishes to take every possible step 
to encourage every movement 
which tends to make China an 
American colony so that in inter- 
national conferences China will 
act as an American satellite.” 

(This referred to Acheson’s pro- 
posal to aid the Chinese people to 
throw off “the foreign yoke” of 
the Red regime. The white paper 
termed the present Chinese Gov- 
ernment a dismal failure in the 
war with Communism.)

Miss America of 1948, 


CAST SIDE AIR TO BE 
TESTED FOR FUMES 


Samples to Be Taken Near 
Plants in South End 
Area. 


A series of air contamination 
tests to determine the intensity 
and source of acrid fumes pervad- 
ing the south end area of East St. 
Louis will be made next week 
by the East Side Health District, 
it was announced today by Mel- 
vin Dobbs, district sanitary engi- 
neer. 

A preliminary investigation yes- 
terday proved inconclusive. Dobbs, 
accompanied by Richard Myles of 
the Illinois Division of Industrial 
Hygiene, made a brief inquiry at 
five large industiral plants in 
the Monsanto area, three miles 
south of East St. Louis, seeking 
“obvious sources” of the fumes. 
Air samples will be taken at 
points throughout the area with 
equipment furnished by the State. 
More than a dozen residents of the 
area have complained of choking 
fumes, particularly after midnight, 
Dobbs reported, adding that each 
time he hastened to the area to 
investigate, he was told the gas 
has “just left.” 

Chemical tests will be made of 
the samples in an effort to learn 
the source of the fumes, Dobbs 
said, and the authority of the 
Health District invoked if the 
plants responsible for the pollu- 
tion refuse to co-operate in an 
abatement program. 

Dobbs said he had no record of 
any person being hospitalized as a 
result of inhaling the fumes, add- 
ing that a preliminary inquiry 
showed fumes were not the cause 
of withering of some shrubbery 
in the area. The area is popu- 
lated largely by Negro families.

Symington said he did not mind 
so much the attacks on his intel- 
ligence. He conceded that after 
all, he could be mistaken about the 
B-36. But he said he “bitterly re- 
sented” the attacks on himself 
and the Air Force generals, which 
intimated that “the entire high 
command is dishonest.” He ac- 
cused Representative James Van 
Zandt of Pennsylvania, who echoed 
the attacks in a House speech, of 
abusing his congressional immuni- 
ty and dared him to go on the air 
and repeat his allegations so that 
the accused might have “proper 
recourse.” 

Symington declared he knew the 
authors of the anonymous docu- 
ment, and he was all for making 
their names public, but he was 
persuaded to turn them over to 
the committee for further inves- 
tigation. 

Van Zandt’s Sorry Showing. 

A sorry showing was registered 
by Van Zandt, whose House 
speech last May caused the pres- 
ent investigation.

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Aug. 13 (AP)—The bitumi- 
nous coal wage conference is in 
recess again, leaving the coal 
fields with the same uneasy truce 
and the three-day work week. 

Negotiators for John L. Lewis’s 
United Mine Workers and north- 
ern and western operators met 
here for two hours yesterday for 
the first time since July 27. 

All that developed was an offer 
by the operators to continue the 
old wage contract for another 20 
months. The union said no. 

Two weeks ago the operators 
had made the same offer, and had 
received the same reply. 

Prior to yesterday’s session, 
there were reports that. the op- 
erators might close their mines 
altogether next week, and stop 
paying royalty into the UMW’s 
welfare fund. 

The negotiating committee re- 
fused to recommend either step. 
They left up to individual mine 
owners the decision whether to re- 
main open, and George Love of 
Pittsburgh, spokesman for the 
committee, said be believed most 
of them would operate as long as 
miners agree to work. 

He also said the individual com- 
panies would decide whether they 
will continue paying the 20-cents 
a ton royalty in the absence of a 
contract, The next payments are 
not due, however, until Sept. 20. 

Some operators feel that, after 
Sunday, they are no longer bound 
by the old contract. They maintain 
it expires on that date under a 
60-day termination provision of 
the Taft-Hartley law. Lewis gave 
the operators termination notice 
on June 14. 

The union, however, contends 
the contract ran out automatically 
under its own terms last June 30. 

Lewis imposed his three-day 
week on mines east of the Mis- 
sissippi as of that date, in an ef- 
fort to “stabilize” the industry 
and to reduce the current stock- 
piles. He put it into effect on his 
own after the operators refused to 
agree to such a plan.

ATLANTIC TREATY 
EXPECTED TO BE IN 
FORCE NEXT WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (UP)— 
The North Atlantic Treaty, the 
western democracies’ answer to 
threatened aggression from the 
East, is now expected to come 
into force next week. 

A proclamation announcing that 
the treaty is in force has been 
prepared for President Truman’s 
signature. State Department of- 
ficials said he will sign it im- 
mediately after the ratification by 
France is deposted here. 

A French Embassy spokesman 
said the sealed document an- 
nouncing that France has ratified 
tae treaty is now en route from 
Paris. Ambassador Henri Bonnet 
will bring the document to the 
State Department immediately 
upon its arrival. 

The treaty requires that ratifica- 
tions of the seven powers which 
started the treaty negotiations be 
deposited here before the pact be- 
comes effective. The Netherlands 
ratification certificate was turned 
in yesterday. France’s certificate 
is the only one outstanding of the 
original seven. 

The President’s proclamation 
will mean that nine nations are 
immediately bound together by 
the treaty’s mutual defense provi- 
sions. Although all 12 treaty na- 
tions have now ratified it, certifi- 
cates of ratification have not yet 
been received from Denmark, Italy 
and Portugal. The treaty will 
automatically cover them when 
their certificates are deposited,
